The office of county surveyor is one 


tbe most important. 
This may i 


Beem to be tbe cose to those not in) 
mately acquainted with Iho work to b 
done. It must be accurate, thorouai 
and it mvut lie done with justice to nl 
The surveyor has it in his power to tak 
from one man and give to another, or to 
lake from all and give to the county, or 
from the county and give to them, and 


Thus it is of the greatest itnpo rtance 
that the comity surveyor should be a 
man competent to do the work and at 
the same time he should lie capabla ot 
deciding justly between man nnd man. 


George L. Hoxio, the present incum- 


bent, and Republican nominee for re- 
election, has shown bis sterling worth 
during tlie two years he has been county 
surveyor. There is not an officer in 
Fresno county who works harder than 
he. Not only is his office work heivy, 
but bo takes the field with bis theo do- 
lit*, and be considers a day's work to 
last irom daylight till dark, uphill and 
down, rain or shine. He is a young 
man of energy and perseverance, and 
Fresno county may well feel a pride in 
his success. He was born nt Millerton 
in 1804, and has spent the most of his 
lile here, except a time at school in 
Massachusetts. He learned civil en- 
gineering under tho best practical teach- 
ers, and lamely by practical experience 


The best proof of a man's qunlifica 


tions is not what he promises to do, buf 
whnt ho has done. The county survey 
or's oflice, since Mr. Iloxie took charge; 
lias been carefully and intelligently 
kept. He has brought about three re 
forms that deserve special mention 
any one ol which would ben good record 
for one term. AVhen he went into of 
flee it was; and had been tbe custom tc 
file deeds (or rights of wny for reads ii 
the recorder's office just as the came 
and without any particular investiga 
tiou as to the land actually conveyed b 
each deed. The county pays »3 to th 
man who gives each right of way an 
makes a deed for it. When Mr. Hoi i 
came into offlce he discovered that man 
void deeds were being filed. Men wh 
did not own the land at all gave deed 
for rights of way, and collected K- 
I 


one instance it was found that five di 
lerent men had deeded the same righ 
of way to the county and collected thei 
t3 each. Four ol the deeds were worth 
less. Tbe ranking of deeds for rights o 
•way was a lucrative business, and 
was next to impossible to find in tbe re 
corder's oflice a correct abstract of till 
lor some of the rights of way. 


Mr. Hoxie changed all this at on 


move. All deeds for rights of way no 
must pass through his office. Thos 
which arc correct, he passes; thos 
not correct, go hack to the makers. I 
keeps a deed book for rights of way 
and by this reform, be has saved th 
county hundreds of dollars and gre 
confusion. On one road alone ho save 
the county $500 by showing that th 
county already owned the right of wa 
it was about to buy over again. This 
{list what a county surveyor is for, an 
herein lies tbe difference between 
competent and an incompetent one. 


Another important reform inaug 


rated by Mr. Iloxie was the keeping 
S road cilendar in his ollice, containln 
a full record ot all the supervisors do 
with regard to roads. Tins contains a 
complete history of every road from the 
time it was first petitioned for till tho 
present. This was never done before In 
this county. The supervisors, of course, 
kept the record of roads scattered hero 
and there through all their proceedings, 
bul it was a hard matter to find and lol- 
ow the proceedings in any particular
